her out of the Jail, followed by l)ursey and 
his escort. 
Tlie mob tiicn took a side road ami 


maiching down to a ravine on the banlis ol 
the COOSK llivor, they attached tlie rope tr 
a limb that ^tended from a tall bank ovei 
the placid waters beneaih. The rope was- 
M> adjusted that it would not slip and both 
the ends were loose. Xoows were hastilj 
adjusted at botli ei«ls. and were slipped 
over tlio heads of the aged couple. The 
slips were drawn and a moment iatei 
the bodies wore shoved fiom the bank 
and dangled until life had become extinct. 
Then the swaying ceased and the lifeles* 
bodies hung until noon yesterday when tin. 
Coroner cut them down. As soon as the 
bodies weru shoved off the brink the vigi- 
la-ttcs remounted, rode Kt a gallop to the 
glen where they asf-umbled, and then, anei 
holding a hurried conference, they separated 
and soon disappeared. 


The crime tor which tlie aged couple gavi 


their lives was one of the most atrocious 
ever perpetrated in the South. On the night 
of October 5 Mrs. Mary Davis was sitting 
in her parlor entertaining C. C. Jones, a 
ueighboi who had called to see her husband. 
It was just after twilight when a loud voice 
was heard calling her to the door. She 
resconded. Her appearance at the thresh- 
old" was 
instantly 
followed 
by 
the 


report 
of 
a 
shot, 
and 
with 


a piercing scream she tell dead, bleeding 
from tlie wounds ot a heavy charge of 
buckshot which severed a breast-bone and 
spattered fragments of her vital organs 
upon the wall. On hearing the report of 
the gun and tlie woman's screams Jones 
hastened to the door-only to have the top ot 
his head torn away by a similar shot. 
He, too, fell dead instantly. The assailants 
at once disappeared. Before the 1 ife-bleod 
of the victims had fairly ebbed away the 
husband of Mrs. Davis appeared in com- 
pany with some neiglibois, and all were 
horrified at tlie spectacle of the dead bodies 
which lay across each other. Circumstances 
Bouiu«l to point to Dorsey and Miss Ward 
as the perpetrators of tlie horrible crimg. 
and they were accordingly arrested. A 
lynching would have at once ensued had 
not ths Sheritt' rescued the prisoners and 
placed them in the jail at Alpina, Ga. That 
r.lght they were spirited away, and it was 
not mull two days ago that their where- 
abouts was detected. The events ot Moil- 
day night at once followed. 
Dorsey was 


jealous of Mrs. Davis, who was liia iieice. 
anft that is the only -motive that can be as- 
cribed for the crime. 


Miss June AVard was a spinster of sixty 


years. Prior to the war she was rich and 
beautiful, but an Indiscreet act hurt her 
reputation, and from that time she lias lived 
secluded from society. She had a violent 
disposition, and recently became attached to 
Doisey. She was considered an accessory 
to tlie killing.
